“ possible loss te the revenue, introduce a law for “ Local Improve- 
“ment” to be a tax on all lands of 4d per acre, or the tax may be 
‘kept in reserve and only such tax be levied each year as to cover 
‘‘any loss through the guarantee jaw. And in !0 years from this 
“Jamaica would not only supply all her own wants, but would be 
‘“‘able to supply other markets with her overplus products. I claim

“‘cheapest. When we reflect upon all the resources of Jamaica 
“ready to be developed, if we succeeded in the next 10 years in

As it is not possivle for me to call personally on the many whose opinions i should 

hike to obtain upon the subject of the development of the Sea Fisheries of this Island I fall back 

upon the facilities afforded by the Post Office and the-Printer, a means of communication which 
I trust you will excuse under the circumstances. 


The induction of a Fisheries Industry around this Island must furnish results of a present 
incalculable character, for besides the utilisation of a dormant and unlimited source of a superior 
food supply, the vradual reduction and in time possible extinction of a vast sum yearly outflowing, 
the employment of labour, the production of various side-products, the establishment of valuable 
oyster-beds and increase of the turtle supply, the making use of marine animals hitherto living 
to waste in our waters, the number and status of the present fishermen will be increased and 
enhanced and the introduction of outsdie capital secured whilst the sympathy and interest of 
foreign capitalists will be drawu to the possibilities and resources of this country. 


These are benefits of no trivial importance to the future of the colony ; their realisation is 
within reach, and in the hands of the Government and Legislature. 


The public meetings I have addressed demonstrate in no uncertein way that the vor 
poouli is in favour of the development of a fisheries industry and the means we are employing for 
securing Government support, and the same powerful motor has expressed its confidence in, 
and desire to support, the intentions and objects of the London Syndicate. 


Notwithstanding this strong expression on the part of the public I desire to collect the 
ideas and sentiments of the very many with whom I have had no opportunity of discussing the 
subject and advancing its many possibilities and recommendations, and L shall on behalf of the 
Syndicate and myself, appreciate an expression of your opinion which I trust will be of a favour- 
able nature. 


With reference to the granting of a bounty or guarantee of interest for the development 
of this industry there may b230me who are opposed to such a course. We are however of opinion 
that in applying for these concessions we are only doing what is right and may lay claim to con— 
sidering the importance of the issue, and the pr ecedents afforded by other colonies and countries ; 
and in this we are supported by many prominent and influential West Jndian Firms in London, 
and I may add, the Secretary of State for the Colonies, who has already intimated to this Govern- 
men t that he will sanction a bounty if passed by the Legislative Council.

To keep in the van with other countries for position and bread-winning it is absolutely 


necessary,to make use of our opportunities, to leave no_ stone unturned, and of the many and 
great facilities which this Island offers to enterprise and capital not one can compare with the 
rich and placid waters washing her shores, and putting aside our duty it isto our interest to claim 
and make available this inheritance of the sea which as yet our people have never enjoyed. 


With reference to the development of our resources I would draw your attention to the 
enclosed leaflet the subject-matter of which is worthy the consideration of Jamaicans and their 
well-wishers.
